Strangely enough, the ASF is not only criticised 
by “outsiders” but by many of its own executives. 

Petty jealousy between the States, fight for 
power and positions and personal conflicts just abouc 
ctipple this organisation which was designed not only 
to catty out various administrative duties but also 
to set new courses for our development, 

The blame for this lies squarely with the States. 

After all, the ASF is nothing if not their co- 
ordinating body and! if ic doesn’e function properly, 
the reason must be that it was never given sufficient 
jurisdiction and scope by the States 

These States — let’s be frank about it — con- 
sider the ASF as a butfer-zone through which they 
can conveniently conduct their feuds and quacrels, 

In some cases the States are not even very par 
ticular about whom they delegate to the ASF as their 
representative 

The current Australia Cup chaos bears this out. 

One State delegate, entrusted with the respon- 
sibility of submitting ia detailed plan for the Cup, 
could only produce a few handwritten scraps of 
paper on a school textbook — not advancing one 
single solitary concrete suggestion, 

And for that, he had about six months. . 

There are only two alternatives: re-organise the 
ASE or scrap it 

We suggest the firsc of the two. : 

The secretary, an ardent believer in efficiene 
administration and a brilliant organiser, has already 
proposed ways and means of achieving this. 

Tf the States so far have not bothered to read his 
document, they should do sol now. 

Given a chance, the ASF could be turned into 
‘a proper authority on administration and planning, 
not just a battlegrotind for interstate aspirations. 

Tn its present pseudo-democratic form the ASF 
will never work. 

Ifthe majority of States are worried that they 
may, havel\tolihand) over some! of their powerllto) the 
ASE — which they ought to, anyway — and decide 
against any streamlining, they should be honest 
enough to say so, 

Tn that case there is absolutely no need for the 
ASF, and the organisation should be abolished, 

But to pretend that all the faults of the ASF 
are self-generated and have nothing to do with the 
States is not only hypoctitical, but also stupid.
